A netition is being prepared for submission 
to the directors as soon as the 
signatures can be secured submitting an en- 
tirely new section 1 to what is known as 
the commission rule. When the letter was 
adopted its provisions were supposed to put 
everybody on a brokerage basis. But in 
many r the section referred to was 
ambiguous and the directors were frequently 
called on for interpretations The amend- 
ment, While making no violent changes in 
the tent of the rule, ie calculated to make 
it more binding.“ The full text of the 
amended section is as follows: : 

“A member of this association may act 
for another member, or for a firm or cor- 
poration of which he is not a member or 
officer, ih making trades or contracts, only 
as @ broker or commission merchant ervey 
as hereinefter provided. 

“A broker shall be personally liable on any 
trade or contract made by him until he 
shall give’ the name of a principal satis- 
factory to and accepted by the other party 
to the trade or contract. 

“All trades made on Chicago Board of 
Trade must be executed by a commission 
man doing business in his own name, or by 
@ member for his own account, or haying an 
interest in a firm or cofporation as a bona 
fide member. In all other cases the es- 
tablished rates of brokerage must be paid 
the member executing the order. 

Members of firms or corporations re- 
ferred to by this section are those who have 
an interest in and receive not less than 10 
per cent of net profits of such firm or cor- 

n to which they may be connected, 

And member who, or whose firm or cor- 
poration, shall be convicted of a violation 
or evasion. of any of the provisions of this 
gection either directly or indirectly in any 
manner whatsoever, shall be expelled from 
this association 

“ This —— hall be in force on and 
after May 1, 1002.“ 

There is also a proposition to amend sec- 
tion 2 of rule XIV. by striking out the words: 
For himself or any person acting in his be- 
half" in the first and second lines. 

One of the older provision traders has a 
theory it will require a substantial break 
in prices in order to get accumulated stocks 
of provisions as well as other food products 
into consumption. ‘‘ Consumers,” he says, 
“will not pay 100 a pound for any more lard 
than they are absolutely obliged to use.

The members of the Isthmian Canal com-

feasible” one. Only a few weeks ago the 

commission reported almost unanimously in 
favor of the Nicaraguan route. There is, 
however, but an apparent inconsistency fu | 
this change of front. When the first report 
was made the price demanded by the Pana- 
ma company for what it had to sell was 

so far in excess of its real value that the 

commission could not advise the acceptance 
of its offer and, therefore, fell back upon 

the Nicaraguan route. 

No that the Panama company has offered 

terms which the commission considers rea- 

sonable it unhesitatingly gives the prefer- 
ence to the route which for several reasons 

it has always considered the better one 

of the two. The annual cost of main- 
tenance, for instance, will be $1,300,000 less 


So far as the questions are involved which 
the commission was appointed specially to 
consider, nothing more remains to be said. | 
There is no necessity for any further in- 
vestigations, A body of competent men

It remains now for Congress to decide 
what shall be done in the premises.

Congress must 
determine, for instance, whether there are 
commercial.or political advantages attach- 
ing to the Nicaraguan route which may off- 
set the unquestioned advantages of the Pau- 
ama route in other respects, : ‘ 

The cost of maititerance of a Nicaraguan 
cabal will exceed that of 2 Panama canal. 
It may be asked whether the cost of -main- 
taining peace along the Panama route will 
not be considerable. There has been little 
peace in the isthmus for some time back. 
It has been necessary for the United States 
to land troops in order to open the rail- 
road. Yesterday's dispatches told of a san - 
guinery fight between government and in- 
surgent vessels at the western terminus of 
the proposed canal. . 

Yet it will have to be admitted that the 
United States has thus far able o 
protect with great ease the rality of 
the Panama railroad. There is no reason 
to believe that it will not be able to pro- 
tect a canal with equal ease if it shall de- 
cide to build one. Probably one second-class 
cruiser like the Philadelphia at each end of 
the canal will keep order. Even that small 
force may not be required often. The moral

DEATH OF CAMILLA URSO. 

It was nearly fifty years ago that a little, 

serious faced child, Camilla Urso, stood 
before a Chicago audience and delighted 
it with her remarkable violin playing, and 
now comes the news from New York that 
she died on Monday in an infirmary at the 
age of sixty. She had recently made tours 
and for a few years past had given lessons, 
but her brilliant career was virtually at an 
end, 
Camilla Urso (Mrs, Frederick Leure in 
private life) was a genuine cosmopolitan. 
She was born in France. Her father, Sal- 
vator, was a Sicilian musician, her mother 
a Portuguese, and though she played at all 
the foreign capitals her home was in the 
United States, and so quiet had been her 
manner of life that perhaps few people in 
this city knew that she had been living here 
for two or three years past, though she 
died in New York, where she was arrang- | 
ing a tour in the provinces. 

She was as precocious in violin work as 
Adelina Patti was in singing. Indeed, they 
made their débuts in concert at about the 
same time, and both at the early age of 7. 
Camilla Urso’s success even as a child was 
instantaneous. Female violinists were then

If accidents in general were treated as 
District Attorney Jerome is treating the 
recent accident in the New York Central 
tunnel, their number would soon be tre- 
mendously reduced. He regards accidents 
as events which should be dealt with in a 
vigorous manner. He was on the ground 
at an early hour after the tunnel disaster, 
he is conducting the inquiry before the Cor- 
oner with great energy, and he is bringing 
out significant resuits, 

It has been shown, for example, that 
signal torpedoes placed on the tracks in the 
tunnel have many times failed to explode, 
that the signal lights frequently fail to be 
seen because of the smoky condition of the 
atmosphere, and that after the unfortunate 
train in question stopped, the rear brake- 
man who went back to signal the oncom- 
ing train was compelled, on account of the 
smoke, to resort. to the desperate expedient 
of hurling his lantern at the cab window. 
The highest officials of the company, as 
well as the trainmen and yardmen, have 
been or will be examined, and the public 
has the satisfaction of knowing that the 
examination will be conducted by a vigor- 
ous and determined man. 

Accidents are too generally. regarded 
merely as “ accidents ’—to be properly cer- 
tified to by the Coroner, and then forgotten. 
Mr. Jerome’s thoroughgoing handling of this . 
case is not only testimony to the sacredness 
of human life, but it is insistence upon 
the fact that an a nt usually means 
neglect somewhere, and that such neglect 
ought tg be definitely and authoritatively 
located a Coroner’s inquiry.
